BUILT. does not exist. Within the Auxiliary Force it is 
а very formidable arm, but in spite of this, so far, no official 
publication or manual has been produced as a guide to its 
organization, its training and its employment. In the follow- 
ing pages the writer has tried to supply a few ideas with a view 
to helping those who are responsible for the training and 
employment of their L.M.Ps. It must be understood that 
what is written in the pages that follow is ‘‘ unofficial,’’ and,

Generally speaking, since its inauguration, the L.M.P. 
has been looked down upon by members who prefer to 
serve their country in the capacity of Cavalrymen.

Commander, when commanding his Patrol in the field, to be ahead

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great importance that his reconnaissance be carried out with 
as much secrecy as possible, otherwise his position will be given 
away. At the same time No. т and No. 2 Section Commanders 
must know in time the positions selected, so that they in their 
turn can make all necessary arrangements, and get their guns 
into action by the quickest and most unobserved route. 

The next essential point that the Commander of the L.M.P. must 
bear in mind, is the necessity for bringing up his cars as near the 
position to be taken up as possible, but he must avoid undue 
exposure. Also the cars must be able to get away again and 
this wil probably require turning space. The “ Dismount 
for Action '' must be rapidly carried out and without confusion. 
When in position there must be no movement. The Commander 
of the L.M.P. is also responsible that there is an efficiently 
organized ‘‘ ammunition chain "" and he will use the Nos. 3,0 
and 7 of each section for this purpose. 


The withdrawal will be carried out with as much rapidity as possible. 
There must be a total lack of confusion. Both guns may be 
withdrawn simultaneously or one at a time, but in every case 
the withdrawal must be covered by riflemen (Nos. 3, 6 and 7) 
who must be in position before the withdrawal of the guns 
commences. 


(c) Patrol Work. A lot of wear and tear can be saved for the Cavalry- 


man by allocating certain Patrol duties to the L.M.P. It must, 
however, be understood that the L.M.P. can only carry out 
its duties along roadways or on ground over which motor cars 
and motor cycles can move. The Patrol duties that can there- 
fore be handed over to the L.M.P. are limited. Since its sphere 
of action is limited, it must be prepared to work in conjunction 
with Cavalry Patrols. These will be required to work in the in- 
tervening areas between the L.M.Ps. The nature of the country 
will decide whether Cavalry Patrols will be required. For 
instance a column is advancing along a flat open plain every- 
where traversable by motor cars, such as may be found in а 
country like Mesopotamia. The Patrols sent ahead are provided 
by L.M.Ps., and the country is absolutely open. It would be 
а very great waste of horse-flesh to supplement the L.M.Ps. 
with Cavalry Patrols for purely reconnaissance work. On the 
other hand, if the same column was advancing through a piece 
of country traversed by only one road, on either side of which 
there were fields, woods, villages, etc., it would be most 
necessary to supplement the L.M.P. with Cavalry Partols. 


In Defence, L.M.Ps. will be invaluable for carrying out reconnais- 


sances up to considerable distances in front of the defended 
position and they can stay out indefinitely without tiring their 
personnel. They are particularly suitable for purposes of laying 
ambushes and if necessary, can withdraw rapidly on the main 
position giving timely warning of an intended attack on the 
n of an enemy. Used as ''Standing Patrols'' to watch 


ocalities in front of a position where an enemy might possibly 


Collect for an attack unknown to those in the main position, 
the L.M.P. is invaluable. They can also be used to watch the 


flanks of a position. 
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(f) Employment with a Rear Guard.—The L.M.P. will usually be 
employed with the rear party of the rear guard. Owing to 
the ease and rapidity with which it can evacuate a position, 
it is essentially an arm which can. remain after all slower moving 
Troops have withdrawn. It is essentially adapted to “ delaying ” 
tactics and the laying of ambushes. 

(g) Employment with Oulposts—The principles underlying the use 
of a L.M.P. with an Outpost Line has been dealt with under 
paragraph (c) “ Patrol Work ”—“ In Defence.” 


— In conclusion, it should be borne in mind that the L.M.P. 
is a very essential part of an A.F.I. unit. To have a well- 
rained L.M.P. means a lot of hard and conscientious work 
not only on the part of the Squadron Leader and the Commander 
of the L.M.P., but also on the part of every individual com- 
prising that L.M.P. In the foregoing the writer has only 
ouched lightly on the very extensive matters of its organiza- 
jon, training and employment, as a guide to the lines on 
which training should be carried out and it is hoped that 
Officers Commanding L.M.Ps. will realise that there is a very 
reat deal of training to be got through before a L.M.P. can 
oe called efficient. In order to make any headway, the training 
nust be systematic and that means regular attendance at
